‘Museum Males exhibition 
Of Rare Fossil Specimens 
... Amphibians of. today—tite well 
known frogs, toads and salamand- 
era, and the unfamiliar cagciians 
—convey almost no idea of what 
this animal group was like in its 
bey-day, some 230 million years 
ago, notes Bryan Patterson, cura- 
tor of fossil mammals at Chicago 
natural history museum. 

‘Fossil specimens, one of them 
6% feet long, of some of the early 
relatives of today’s little amphib- 
fans and a number of skeletons of 
some of the earliest reptiles, have 
just been added to the paleonto- 
logical exhibits at the museum. 
About 16 specimens are included, 
some of them the giants of their 
times. 

From the later Devonian period 
(320 milion years ago) to welk into 
the Pennsylvanian period (240 mil- 
lion years ago) the amphibians 
were dominant, and for most of 
that time, the only land verte- 
brates. A great number of diverse 
forms arose, the largest. of which 
attained the size of crocodiles.

The trees are somewhat remote. 
ly related to the present-day se- 
quoia of CaHfornia. About 50 mil- 
lion years ago vast forests of them 
grew in Montana, and they were 
generally scattered over the North- 
west until they became extinct 
there just preceding the beginning 
of the last ice age. 

The Chinese trees were discover- 
ed about two years ago by a Chi- 
nese forester ina limited area of the 
Szechuan and Hupeh provinces of 
China, where about 1,000 of them 
now survive. They are large, flour- 
ishing trees, hut their scarcity in- 
dicates that ey are now in their 
last refuge and are on the verge of 
extinction.

Atom-Spiitting 3 Betatron 
Bet Up in Underground Lab 


Five brilliant young scientists— 
a Canadian, an Australian and 
three Englishmen—are preparing 
the way.for new discoveries in the 
field of atomic research. 

Working as_a team In an under- 
ground laboratory at the university 
center of Oxford, England, they are 
operating a new type of atom-split- 
ting betatron. The machine is the 
first such instrument to be set up 
in a British university laboratory. 

Oxford scientists were develop- 
ing a similar atom-splitting ma- 
chine as early as 1938. But their 
quest had to be abandoned with 
the outbreak of the war. The world’s 
first betatren was perfected in the 
United States. 

British engineers and scientists 
have achieved a new success, how- 
ever. They have reduced the size of 
the instrument without diminishing 
its power. The Oxford betatron will 
put at the disposal of scientists 
electrons of- higher energy than any 
hitherto produced artificldily in any 
university laboratory in Britain.

Art of chigeling on stone, man's 
garilest method of recording his | 
thoughts and acts for future genera- 
tions, survives today within a few 
minutes’ drive of the world’s most 
fashionable . residential center, 
Newport, R.1. 

In a little shop on Thames street, 
at the edge of Newport's business 
district, John Howard Benson and 
his assistants cut inscriptions on 
marble plaques and monuments by 
the same methods, and with the 
same kind of tools, used by the 
stonecutters of 5,000 years ago. 

From many art centers in Amer- 
ica students of lettering, as well as 
biblHophiles and typographers, have 
come to Newport to watch Benson 
at work in a two-story shop found- 
ed by an English stonecutter 243 
years ago. 

Some of the finest stone lettering 
to be seen anywhere exists in New- 
port. The 128th century stonecutters 
who came here from England were 
master craftsmen and some of 
them were fine Artists. 

Mary of the ofd tombstones in 
Newport's cemeteriés bear witness 
to the. wo pojnt to which stonecut- 
trig spd letteting was raised by 
America’s pre-Revolutionary  artl- 
ga 

Cota 1ebtets, ‘When fehulred, are 
also prodticéd according to ancient 
methods. The chiseled edges of the 
letters are first painted with a gold 
size to give a rion-porous surface to 
the stone. Gold leaf is thén laid on 
with a brush, as was done by the 
artists of Tutankamen’s and Cae- 
sar's day.
